In a statoment to the pross, Nokrashi Pasha coeseri= 
bed the situation in Palestine as "very bad", Al Sayeed Uanat

Al lisri says that it was right in warning in a previous 
arbacio against the danger arising from the publication of 
articlcs sinilar to that of sAlcnoar Ll Yon, The Boyotian 
Gazcttets editorial on the subject shoot what confusion 
could be ecused by bad propasanda, "Our soldiors did not 
‘entcr Palcostinc where thoy fought and somo of then dicc, 
enc where they arc still stationed (sccing that they have 
not yot accorplishod their sacred mission), in order to hear 
in the ond that a unificd Arab state in Palestine would bo 
more dangerous than partition", writes Al Misri, "It was 
natural for the Dritish to bo pleased at such Viows sccin;: 
that thoy were tho first to advocate partition. They now 
think that the 4rabs are bezinnins to change their attituce, 
But nothing could be furthor from the truth, The uirabs icant 
what they saic about saving Palestine from Zionism. Theory 
will nover abandon this attitude, i stop must be put to
